lot'adboro and Cordova Hays, and to 
Albert Head and Motchoain, "this latter 
road skirting tho sea coast, being one. 
of the most ohanniiig drives in all 
C>;uiada. 

Esquimall, but three or four miles clis 
tant from tlu^ oily and seiiaratetl friun it 
by a recently fortilied peiiinsuhi, is fa- 
mous the world over as the heudquar- 
tors, eoaling and supply station of the 
British fleet in N'orth Pacific waters, and 
as containing the lai'^;est and most ad- 
mirably (>i|ui pped ;,'ravinj,' dock nn the 
coast, jointly mainlaincd by the Iinper 
ial .and Dominion ;,'ovei'ii ments and I'ap 
Jiblo of receiving,' the lartjeHt vesscd that 
floats on the neif,diboring ocean.

Overlooking James bay and tho inner 
harbor, the new buildings of the Pro- 
vincial government are now nearing 
compIetioD, and oommand immediate 
and general interest by their architec- 
tural beauty, their modernness of design 
and their solid mnssivonoss, Bhowing in 
strong contrast with tho iiiodost brick 
structures, somewhat Oriental in appear- 
ance, erc(dod in IIh^ early days of the 
colony and made to serve the pur|ioses 
of the fast t,'rov,in(,' province nj) to the 
present. The new postollice and custom 
iiouse, placetl directly opi>oHito the par- 
liament buildings and grounds and sep- 
arated from them by the bay, is also 
worthy of more than casual attention, 
being another conspicmous example of 
modern architecture, to which the city 
may well point with pride. 

For the stranger particularly the most 
interesting of the provincial institutions 
is, however, tlie geological and natural 
history miisoum, where citn be seen at a 
;;lanci' the splendid types of wild aniimils 
peculiar to the |irovince and llu' wonder- 
ful variety of it.s birds, fishes, plant life 
fossils and molusca. 'I'lic mineral sec- 
tion, containing samples of gold and sil- 
ver ore from tho most famous mines of 
Uritisli Colnmbiii is also well worth e.x-

For ViiHoria is above all lliings a sidf- 
luailo city, and the same interest attaches 
to its growth in pnpulalion, wealth and 
commercial strength that is inseparable 
from the careers of self-made men. 

The city's history antedates by hut a 
few years that of The Colo.ni.s-i-, whiidi 
now oolehrates its anniversary, and is 
linked with that of California by a golden 
bond. Not that the settlement of Vii' 
toria a.iil Vancouver Island fcdlowcd or 
developed out ot that of the state to the 
HonI b , w liere all things local are written 
up fnuii the iiieiiiorabh^ year 'ID. Long 
iiefore this, \ iidoria Fort (lamoosani it 
then was had a busy ami useful exist 
enre. The fur traders were here the 
pioneers (jf tlie gold seekers, and tho lirst 
rude hut in what is now lifitish ('oliini- 
bia's queenly capital was the bumlile 
homo of «me of the adveutnrous oflicers 
of tho Hudson's Hay Company. As the 
years rolled on the importance of the 
eouipany's post at tho southern extremity 
of Vancouver Island becam(< more and 
more rec giii/.ed. Po|inlatioii increased, 
llie Hudson's Hay ('miipany, with lis 
storekeepers, t rappers and tiaders fur- 
nishing om> ini|iortant class, while an- 
otlier, drawn fiiini the ships of the Koyal 
Navy which paid fu'iiuent visits to these 
island shores, more gradually became a 
noticealile feature of Victoria's society 

Then came news of gold iliscoveries in 
various parts of the country Iributiiiy to 
the struggling settloment, and then tiio 
influx of the treasure seekers. Prum 
California, where they had tasted tho 
Hweot and the biltorof tlio i,'old fever, the 
prospective inillioniiires with piclis and 
shovels poured into Victoria, eiiiiipped 
themelves, and passed on in hundreds and 
tiiousauds to the Fraser or to Cariboo. 



The situation of Victoria is alike re- j 
markable for its beauty and its adapt j 
ability to tho purposes of commerce. Tbo 
I'ity rises gradually from t hi; st raits of j 
San .hian de Fuca and from the laml-i 
locked Iiarbor in which its extensive! 
shipping lies in safety. The grades from ;

high bliitl.-*, alike dangerous nnd incon- i 
venioui, mar any of its wide and band I 
some streets. Again, tho continuous j 
slope of tue city site to the water provides i 
natural surface drainage, whicli, with ! 
the extensive sewerage system recently 
adopted strongly supplement its climatic 
nnd scenic attractions iis a place of rest 
delicti or resort.

The 
business places woiihl in ccpiipiiient and 
appearance do credit lo any great centre 
of Irado, and tho buildings for religious 
and educational purposes are of the most 
modern type.

Tho main shaft furnishes motive power 
for all tho other iiiaohitiery in tho build- 
ing. Tho ground lloor is eiiuippsd with 
five runs of stones forg indiii'.; the dilTor- 
eiit; 'cerealB. -The. second flour is furn- 
ished with tiers for holding the ditlerant 
grains imd on this ftior are situated the 
steel rollers for making rolled oats. The 
oats m 1st ho passed through a special 
process of steaming boforo rolled and af- 
terwards dried. On tho third floor 
the grains are passed through cleaning 
machinery before reaching the bios on 
the sec >nd floor. On the top floor is the 
machinery for operating tho elevator and 
for driving the clo uiing machinery on tho 
floor beneath.

During 1895, 651,295 tons were shipped to

The superior quality of Vancod- 
ver Island coal for steam purposes haa been 
proved by experiments by she chief en- 
gineer of tho U. S. Navy Yard ab Mare 
Xitland, wko f.iund ib far betbor than any of 
the cual mined io WaahingtoD, Gilifornia or 
Oregon, The output of coal, will, during 
the present year, be greatly inareaacd for 
the manufacture of coke ia to be entered 
into on a large scale at the Union oollleriea. 
A market for this will be fonnd among the 
smelters that the immense gold, silver and 
oappor mlnidg developmonb bus rendered 
necbsoary.

In October, 1S8(), Tin: Cni.oMS'r was 
])urchasod from iMr. Higgins by Ellis & 
Co., (-omposeil of .Mr. W. H. ICllia, the 
lireseiit managing director, and Mr. A. 
G. Sargison, the present secrelary. Tliey 
still further develo|)ed tho newsiiapor, 
aud the extensive job aud lithographing 
and salmon label departments, which 
are equal in perfection of equipment to 
any establishment in the country, and 
far superior to any other in the province. 
In 1892 the present joint stock company 
was formed, under the title of "The Col- 
onist Printing and Publishing Company, 
Limited Liability." 

From very small beginnings The CoIj- 
oNisT has risen to an establishment em- 
ploying, iu its various departments, be- 
tween fifty and sixty hands. Tho ed- 
itorial work has alwaya been vigorous aud 
capable. No elVort bus been Bjiared to give 
tlio public a thoroughly good, cleandaily 
paper, well up with the times. Though 
taking a vigorous and lirm stand in the 
disoassion of questions of public in- 
terest, personalities and sensationalism 
are avoided, and The Coi^oni-st is in 
every sense a fine type of the best class 
of modern jotirnalism. 

In addition to the daily there is a 
semi- weekly edition- published," that 
being found more convenient to out-of- 
town subscribers than the former weekly. 

Iu addition to its job printing, lith- 
ographing, salmon label iiriuliug, em- 
bossing and other deparlnu'iits. The 
Coi.n.MsT last year added a book-bindery, 
Iiurcliasiiig the well known eslahlish- 
ment of K. T. Williams on liroad street, 
where that branch is still carried on.

From small beginnings The CoLONisr 
newspaper hOs grown with the progress 
of Victoria and British Columbia, always 
active and vigorous, and taking its place 
in the march of improvement. What a 
dilVerenee may be noted in comparing 
the present eight-page daily, printed by 
modern steam presses, with the four 
page, iliiigy little l)a|HM- which made its 
apiieanmce lliirt v-sevcn vears ago! It 
was on December II, ISoS; that Tin: C<u, 
o.Nisr was first, imblislied, lirst as a 
weekly, tluui a senii-wi'cldy , and the next 
year as a tri-weekly. It wns started by 
Hon. .-Ninos DiiCosinos, who directeil his 
energies to opjioso tho Hudson's Hay ! Th 
company, whoso influence was at that 
time paramount in Vancouver Island. 
The Colonist, young as it was, soou 
made its mark, and quickly attained tho 
leading position which it has always 
since retained. Mr. DeCosmos conducted 
the paper with iniirked ability, his vig- 
orous style abounding in bitter person- 
alities, which seemed to suit the publii^ 
of those days, and from tliii start the 
pajier began to pay. It, snhl at lirsi for 
•-•5 cents a copy 'i'lie birt hplai-e of Tni- 
tJor.oNlsT was a little ramshackle shai-k 
on the east side of Wharf slr(>et betwi-en 
bastion ami Vales streets. The building 
was a striking contrast to the line foui- 
stiu-y brii^k struclure iu which Tin: t'on- 
oNisT now linils a lioiiic on th)Vernment 
street.

In 
those primitive days Iho Vancouver 
Island Assembly sat at a long table, 
the speaker, Hon. .1. Helnickon at the 
top, the members at the Hides and the 
press at tho bottom. At this particular 
sitting Mr. Higgins was reporting for the 
Colonist, aud Mr. Jes.sop for tho Daily 
Press. The Legislature having got 
through business early, one afternoon 
wore about to adjonrn for the day when 
the .<|)eaker reiuarkod that as theropres- 
enlalives of bot h jiapers wore present the 
House might as well give out a job of 
printing. The manuscript of a lengthy 
bill was aceonlingly sent from tho upper 
end of the table down to the reporters 
end for them to give an estimate of the 
price fin- which they would jirint the 
i)ill. This proceeding jiroducod tho ut- 
most (consternation in Jlr. Jessop's mind, 
for he know alisoluloly nothing about 
tho tendering for such a job.

LoxDO N, April 4.-^The|Education bill 
introduced in the House of Commons 
by Sir .John E. Gorst, Conservative, 
his i vice-president of the council, is a 
broader measure than had been expect- 
ed, and promises to cause iniich parlia- 
mentary warfare. It provides for 
the establiehment of an educa- 
tional department in every county 
and borough, to bo under the 
control of the county councils, and to 
administer the parliamentary grants. 
The Kadicals denounce the bill as being 
revolutionary and destructive of the 
board schools, but, as tlie school board 
system has proved much more costly to 
the rateptvyers than originally antici- 
pated, it may be doubted whether the 
public will be aroused greatly on either 
side. 

The chief fighting will rage over the 
religio 18 clauses providing that parents 
may withdraw their children from reli- 
gious instruction altogether, or that a 
reasonable number of parents so desir- 
ous may tdaim special religious instruc- 
tion. This clause is specially aimed to 
satisfy tlu; Ctitliolics, who are debarred 
from any state assistance for their 
schools. The (..'atlmlics contend that the 
bil ! fails to meet the demands of Car- 
dinal Vaughn and the Dukeof Norfolk, on 
behalf of the Catholic elementary 
schools. 

On the other hand the Tablet, the 
organ of the Catholica, congratulates the 
government on the introduction of a 
"bold, eomprehenaive. bill which will 
do much to. repair the injustice to 
Catholics of the board eystem." The 
bill will be discussed by the Catholic 
hierarchy at Cardinal Vaughn's resi- 
dence after the annual conference. Tlie 
Catholic league has elected a special 
jiarliamentary committee to rei)ort on 
till! bill. The .Speaki!r, on behalf of the 
Liberals, declares that the meafiure must 
be resisted to the utmost.

Ouiinet, I'rior, Wood and other ministers 
received a delegation which included re- 
presentative workingraen from the lead- 
ing cities. They asked that the system 
be given a fair trial by the government, 
Bo that if ptiecesBfnl a general law might 
follow. Sir -Mackenzie Howell and Sir 
Charles Tujiper made Kyin])athetic 
speeches and announced that the re- 
quest would be acceded to. The de- 
cision was hailed with prolonged cheer- 
ing. 

There was quietness around the build- 
ings yesterday prior to the expected stiff 
tight on the government proposal to 
take Wednesdays.

Bislioj) Cridge on the Obligations uf 
Children to tlicir Parents- 
Earnest Appeal. 

Not to Honor Our Parents Is to Dis- 
honor God— The Promises 
for Obedience. 



The following special sermon to child- 
ren was preached in the Reformed 
Episcopal church a few Sundays einuu 
by Rfc. Rev. Bishoj) Ci idgc: 

Honor thy father mul lliy mndicr, Unit thy 
daya may be lont; in the land which the I.onl 
thy God giTCth thuu.— Exodus xx, 13. 

Diaobedienco to parents is one of the 
sins which an ajiostlo (orntold woukl 
dishonor tliu Christi.tu cluiroli in the 
latter (iaya. It ia surprisiiij^ tliitt Hiich 
tilings slionid have Ijeen predicted at 
the very beginninf; eoneerning ii religion 
tliat eiuiie (lireet from lieuveii ; but tlu^ 
trnth in that when CJhi-islianity entereil 
into the world the enmity of men ugainnt 
it iiddi'd a new and virulent rharacler to 
their natural ungodliness. Those who 
are nnl made better by the religion of 
Jesus are utade worse. Contempt of 
grace, love, and mercy, imprints upon 
ordinary wickedness a cliaracter truly 
Satanic. 

The sin of disobedience to parents 
must be a sin of very deep dye, when we 
find it coupled, not with sins which 
human beings only can commit, but 
with that "spiritual wickedness " which 
is the special |)r()perty of I he I'^vil One. 
For, says the apostle, " men .■^hall lu^ 
lovers of their mvii selves, covetous, 
boasters, pi-(jiid, lilasphemers, disobeili- 
eiit to pare II Is, unl rut li ful, unholy, witli- 
onl natural all'ect ion, truce-breakers, in- 
continent, lierce, despisers of those who 
are good, traitors, heady, highminded, 
lovers of pleasun'S more than lovers of 
God." Hlaclv as this catalogue is, who 
can say that it has not been terrilily 
filled out, both now and heretofore, by 
multitudes of i)rofessing Christians in 
the very bosoin of the church? 

" Honor thy father and thy mother." 
This precept stands first in the seconil 
table, as honoring the one and only true 
God does in the first. As obedience to 
God is the foundation of all duty in re- 
ligion, 80 obedience to parents is the 
fomuiation of all order in suinety ; it is 
the stability of all lawful authority; the 
initiative and symbol ofail good govern- 
ment. 

It is roote 1 also in the comiuou senti- 
ment of ^mankind as a sacred duty. 
What we owe to parents are liem^lits un- 
earned, undeserved, and to be repaid by 
nothing leas than gratitude, love and de- 
votion. 

As Christiana, not to honor our par- 
ents is to disho'ior God. It has been 
well said by an old divine, liarrow, that 
whereas to act rightly towards others is 
called justice, hmiesty, idiarity, liberal- 
ity, to act rightly towards parents is 
Styled ))iety, filial piety. " It is more 
than injustice to wrong a parent; it is 
more than uucharitableness to refuse 
them succour or relief ; it is more than 
discourteso to be unkind to them; it ia 
more than avarice to tie illibi^ral to 
them; it isratlier liigh impiety to offend 
in any of these kinds." 

This duty extends through the whole 
course of our lives, and cannot be an- 
nulled through any cause whatever. 
The time may come in the natural course 
of events when to obey in the literal 
sense is superseded or modified 
by the exigencies of life; hut 
to love, honor ami succour 
never. No'r can any unworthiness in 
the jiarent abrogate the coniniand. If 
it be a duty to lie lenient, foi-bi.'iiring, 
forgiving, towards others, (tven to tlie 
extent of hororing .ill men because they 
are men, how much more tojiarents! 
Even death, though it dissolve the tie, 
does not extinguish the o ligation. To 
Iionor their memory, to remember only 
their virtues, and all that we owe to 
them ; to confess to God with shamo 
and sorrow our sins of omission and 
commission towards them when they 
were yet alive, is the disposition of every 
pious mind. If still living, helpless, in- 
firm, old or poor, we should be indig- 
nant with ourselves ii we would forbear 
to help them, remembering how severely 
our Lord rebuked the hypocritical pre- 
tences with which some in his day 
schemed to exonerate themselves from 
their filial obligatioiiH. 

( )n the young espeeially does the gos- 
pel eiifor<-e this duty. 1 sneak to you. 
Christian children, youths and maidens. 
Not as from Sinai, with the I'lirses of 
the law pronounced atiainst rebeili<jus 
sons ami daughters, hut as from Mount 
Zion, with lilessings and encourage- 
ments, .HO that, following God, as his 
dear children, you m:'y obey your par- 
ents in the Lord. For this is the first 
commandment with [ironiise, the pio- 
inise being length ' f days anil long life, 
a lariie promise, and \>y no means to be 
liiiiiteil to earl li ; for not all dutiful 
cliildn'U live long ; some die yoimg ; but 
in the world to come I bis promise u i il 
he more than Inllilleil, even to the assur- 
ance of leiiglh uf days for i^ver and eviT. 
.•^lill this is the i^.xception. Obedience 
to pareiit.s hath the pr.imise of this lifi; 

as well as of that which is to n If 

J'OU perform this duty from the heart, 
you may confidently expect God's 
favour and protection, prosperity in 
your business; peace of mind; 
and an honorable old age. For to do 
this, says the apostle again, is right, and 
well pleasing to the Lord. Better to have 
Ilia sinihi than Ilia frown; and this you 
certainly shall have if yoii obey your 
parenta in all things ; in all things that 
art! lawful and right ; in all things that 
are not wrong. 

If it be asked why aro such ])roinisea 
atlacheil to iliis on" duty, it is because 
if you obey your parents in the love and 
fear of God it is a pledge and a sign that 
you will perform all other dnlies will; 



do not see as you do, tliis is the infi rinity 
of childhood and youth, and only be- 
comes a fault when it takes the form of 
conceit and disobedience. When it be- 
comes a question which shall prevail, 
your desire or your parents' will, re- 
member that self-denial on your jiart is 
parental discipline on theirs; and that 
to submit your will to theirs ia a sure 
pledge that you will do the same to God, 
your F\ither who is in heaven, 

When tempted to be disrespectful to 
your parents, in language or cniidiict, 
call to mind that llie cuiiimand 
requires you to liontir, as well 
as to obey. If yon are polite 
anil courteous to strangern, aa almost all 
Christian children are, how Miucli more 
should you be so to your i>arents. ^^ee 
with what reverence King Sulonioii be- 
haved towards his mother. When she 
came intt) his prescnco he rose up to 
meet her, and bowed hiinself to her, and 
had a seat of lionor placed for her at his 
right hand. You may not be in a jij- 
eition to render aucii cerenioiiioiia re- 
s[iect, hut at least avoid incivility, rnde- 
ness and neglect. Ijil it not be said that 
you are well-behaved abroad, but ill- 
mannered at home. 

Think not that because you are til- 
ways with your parents yon may i rent, 
them with coarseness anddisdain, or that 
because they are kind and iiuliilgeiit, it 
is only your due, and that you 
are under no obligation to make 
theni worthy returns; for it is a 
sorrowful fact that siiiue tiliildren 
the more they are imiuiged the worse 
they behave — and that, surely, i;- strange 
ingratitude, .loseiib did not so. When 
sent on an arduous errand by his lather 
he instantly obeyed, and spared nu jiuins 
to execute It properly. You should spare 
your parents pain and sorrow, even if it 
cost you much yourself; you sbould 
study their wishes and guard their in- 
terests. If you would not dofruutl an 
employer, muuh less a parent; lor " lie 
that robbeth his father or his mother, 
and saith it is no transgression, is the 
companion of a destroyer.'' Do this 
duty in the fear of Goii. An ungodly 
child will hardly fail to be an uiiilutiful 
child. To keep this command is to be- 
gin life well. Thus begin it now, in the 
morning of your days, and you will be 
spared many bitter rellectioiiH anil 
inorseful feelings hereafter, when the 
filial tie is severed forever.

If the iiifoniuitioii ryceivcil by our 
V/iiHiipeg corruHpondont reUilive to tin 
iie},'olialioiis between liie Ottawa Com 
missionera and the Mmiituba Govern 
ment ia reliable it is very stirprbsiiij; that 
a settlement waa not arrived at. We 
are told that the Dominion delegates 
proposed on Saturday that " tlie Koman 
Catholiua bo given the Haiue jirivileiicj 
here (in Manitoba) as are enjoyed in tlio 
Nova Scotia ami Xi,v,- Brunswick schools 
the Catholica to have sej)arate aehool 
housea in populous districts, the Catholic 
children in the otlier schools to be 
exempt from relij;ioiis inatraction or 
objectionable clauses in the text boolcs, 
also that the Catholics have representa 
tion on the educational board." The 
system in boiii Xova Seotian and 
New Brunswick is non-sectarian. 
The concessions made to the 
Catholica in both provinces, unless 
■we are greatly mistaken, were matters of 
amicable arrantiement brou<rht about 
by moderation and txinnl fcelint; on tlie 
jiart of liolii I'roteslanla and Catholics. 
The majority in liolh provinces are 
strongly opposed to separate schools. 
Bat when their aystem was put in op- 
eration the Protectants found that the 
case of the Catholica, having to support 
their own schools while they paid ta.xes 
to support tlie common schools was 
hard, and they made arrangements out- 
Bide the law, under which the Catholics 
could use the si'hools toward the support 
of which they were compelled to con 
tribute, without doing violence to their 
consciences. In towns which have a 
considerable Catholic population it was 
understood that the children of Catlio 
lies should attend certain schools. To 
these schools the trustees apjjointcd 
Catholic teachers. The text books 
used in all other schools were us' 
in these schools, the teachers had 
to undergo the same examinatious 
as all other teachers, and the Govern- 
ment Inspi'ctors visited them and re 
ported upon them <;xactlv in the same 
way as they diil in the otluM' schools of 
the provinces. .Vs far as \\ c kinuv tlis 
arranj.'enieiit has worked well in both 
New Urunswick and Nova Scotia. A 
eimiliir arranRement was made in 
Prince Kdwnrd Island, where the educa- 
tional system has worked smoothly for 
many yi^ars. 

We are greatly -uiiniscd that the 
Manitoba negoliatnrs did mil eagerly ai-- 
cejit an arrangement that has Ihmmi 
proved tu be workal)le in tin,' provinces 
of Nova Scotia and New Urunswick, the 
inhabitanta of wliich are as strongly op- 
posed to separate B(.'bools as the inhabit- 
ants of Manitoba can possi My be. We 
confess that we had no idea thai the 
Ott;nva Commissioners would hHit 
lt,'rmH that ecjiild lie complied with so 
easily by the (iovei-nmcnt aiul Legisla- 
ture of Manitoba and that woukl be so 
readily accepted by such of the inhabit- 
anta of the province as had lived in the 
Eastern maritime provinces. 

One of the counter propositions sub 
mitted by the Manitoba representative! 
was no concession to the Catholics at 
nil. The great majority of the members 
ot that denomination, whether lay or 
cleric, consider that a school from 
which religion o! every kind is completely 
bauiafacd ia worse than no school at all. 
They have a horror ol: "godless .schools," 
so it would not be surpritiiug that that 
proposition was rejected without discua- 
Hion. Tliu next alternative is more in 
accordance with the principles of those 
who lavor denominational schools, 
namely, "to repeal the present proviHions 
of tb(! school act relating to religious ex- 
ercises, and allow any denoaiination to 
give religious inatructio;! in any public 
Bchool during .stated hours." It would, 



we think, be very difUcult to put this 
system in operation: injchools; attended 
by the children of many denominations. 
Tlie Nova. Scotia t^nd New Brunswick 
comproiuiae is, in ptir opinion, greatly 
preferable from every point of view. 

JIEdlNXIXd TO 1!L0)V. 

The organ of the Ojiposition has com- 
menced its electioneering tactics. It 
does not discuss political questions. It 
knows a trick worth two of that. 15luir 
is, in ita estimation, better than argu- 
ment any day. It therefore tries to create 
the impreaaion that the Opposition is 
going to win at the coming election. In 
this province the Grits are going to 
carry all before them. They always do — 
in their minds — a month or two bofcjre 
the election. After polling day tliey 
have another story to tell. But this 
time a prominent Conservative, who 
has been stufflng "the writer," has 
promised the Grits "three British Co- 
himbia constituencies, "of which Victoria 
is one. Then the crowd who believe 
that " it is time tlicre was a change " aro 
to II man to vote for the Grits. This, 
too, is a very old story. 

Knowing, we suppose, tliat the Grit 
candidates are not popular in this city, 
the organ says : " The contest is not one 
between men — it ia between two sets of 
I)riiici|)leM, one being right and the 
olber wrong. " This is deligbtfuUy vague 
and edifyin-.', but it is liliill' uini so it 
goes. We should like to know what ))riii- 
ciple the organ advocates. It ia against 
the Grit leader on the school question. 
Mr. Laurier is for reatoring t he Manitoba 
minin-itv their schoolB, the Ti.iies is lor 
non-interference pure ami simiile. The 
'I'imes has backed down on the ti'ado 
(luestion. It is not protectionist, and 
it is not now even for free trade as 
it ia in England. It conaeiiuently treats 
ita readers to nothing, done up in this 
way: "Two policies, one in the in- 
terests of the Dominion, while the 
blighting indnencc of the other is every- 
where felt frcHU Halifax to Victoria.'' 
Tlii.'ie ouf^lit to be some meaning iu this 
sentence, but it would take a Phila- 
delphia lawyer to find it. The fact 
seems to be that the Grit organ takes 
the electors of Victoria to be destitute 
both of sense ami intelligence, and it 
tre:its its readers to an infinite fmount 
of nuthiiig, Ijelieving that thev are so 
stupid aud silly as to take sound for 
sense. 



ouglit to have tlieir schools restored to 
them, and that indeed they must be re- 
stored, plead that the time for restora- 
tion has not j-et arrived. " Wait a little 
longer," they say. "Appoint another 
conmiissioii, use new arguments, offer 
fresh inducements, and after nil 
means are exhausted, then, when 
redress can be had in no other 
way, invoke the interference of 
Parliament," Cannot the reader see 
that the difference between the support- 
ers of the Government and the followers 
of Mr. Laurier is really so small as to be 
not worth disputing about? Itia very 
hard to lind two tnon to agree upon the 
exact time when it is right to stop trying 
to coax and persuade a man to do what 
the law and reason both say is the right 
thing to do. Some men have more 
patience than others, and some men are 
weak ami timiil ; tlicse plead for delay in 
such a case. But men of energy and de- 
termination see that it ia folly after a 
reasonable period lias elapaed to waste 
time in mere palaver. When sensible 
men are agreed aa to the neceasity of 
purauing a certain conrae, and wlicn 
they aee that such a course ia in the end 
inevitable, they do not lose much tinu! 
in disputing as to when action should be 
taken. In a case of the kind under 
consideration, it is easy to see 
that when a reasonable time has been 
allowed for decision those who plead for 
delay and still further delay must be 
actuated by some sellish or sinister imj- 
tive. They(dtherby a policy of shilly- 
shally intend to betray tlie cause they 
preteiul to have at heart or they believe 
a speedy and jirompt settlement will iu 
some way be injurious to interests which 
they secretly desire to promote. 

With regard to this Manitoba school 
(luestion rellectini: men cannot but see 
that the dill'erenco between the leadir.g 
men of the two parties is so small that 
if they acted in accordance with the 
))rincii)les tliey jjrofess to hold they 
would sink all minor conaiderations and 
unite to bring about the end tiiey both 
have in view, whicli is to restore to the 
Manitolia minority privilegea of which 
they IiavtMieen dci)rived. Mr. Laurier | 
has siilemnly declared that it is lii.s piir- j 
pose to restore those privileges. Sir Mac- ] 
keiizie r.owidl has the same end in view. 
Why, then, iloes .Mr. Laurier exhaust his 
ingenuity in inventing excuaea and tie- 
vices to put oft the day of aettlement?

OPPOSED TO THEIR LEADER. 

Wo woniier if aiiv of those wlio Ivcep 
on slicmliiifr " Manila off Manitoba," 
ever sat down cl)o113' to consider liow 
many of the leading puhlic men of Can- 
ada think as tliey do. The advocates of 
complete non-interference wntild, we 
thiiili, Ije fjreatly suriiriseil to tind out 
how few tliere are who are of tlieir 
opinion. 

In the first jilaco the lion. Mr. Laurier 
is not only not with them, but he is 
diametrically oppoaed tOithem . A speech 
which he made on the 19th of last De- 
cember in Montreal, contains a paaaage 
which those who honestly believe in 
iion-iiitcrferetice should read very care- 
fully. Here it is ; 

" I am a l-iomaii (^iitliolic. I want the 
Kcliools of Manitolia, and I want to have 
tlu' Catliolies of Manitoba, restoretl to 
tlie same privileges that are given 
to the Protestants of Quebec and to the 
Catholics of Ontario. I have no hesita- 
tion in tellintr you tliat I wnnt to have 
the minority in .Manitoliii rexti>itil to the 
flame |)rivile^es wliicli are freely granted 
in t^uebec to tlic Protestant aiul to the 
Rinnan Catholic minority in Ontario." 

Notliiiig could be plainer or stronger 
tlinn this. The minority in Manitoba 
cannot have "restored to them the 
same privileges that are given to Pro- 
testants in (Jnctiec and to the Catholics 
in (Intariii '' witliout intcrlcrenee witli 
the scliiiol Icgif-lat ion of -Maiiitnl la, ami 
tliat iiilcMfifiicc mii.-it lie inoi'C energetic 
anil more eil'ective than that jiroviiieii 
for in the Remedial Bill, for Mr. Laurier 
denou^iced that bill from his place in the 
House of Commons in these terms: 
" Wiiat is before the House? 
.\ lialf-iieai teil ami faint meas- 
ure — a meiisiire of com | n i nii isi' 
iiml iiDlliiiig inorc.'' Tlic reailcr will 
liiiil these wniils in Mr. i.aniicr's speech 
as iei)oi teil in lliu llaiisrail of this year, 
p. 2,Ha8. Here we have Mr. Laurier the 
advocate ot intcrteronce, and whole- 
hearteil and vigorous interference. 

Tiie Hon. David Mills spoke strongly 
ill favnr iif iiilerfereiict». lOveii .Mr. jlal- 
toii Mct'artiiv liml touilniit I hat the ile- 
cisioii i)f llie ,1 iiilic.iiil Coininittee of the 
Privy CJoiHKtil is good law, ami that tle- 
cisioii looks to and recoiuinonds inter- 
ference. In fact all the leading Liberals 
in the House of Commons and out of it 
now iidiiiit that interference may be 
necessary " aa a last resort." That i.s to 
say, tlnit if the Government of Manito- 
ba, in spite of argument anil persuasion, 
continue 10 refuse to redress the griev- 
ance of tlie Manitoba minority interfer- 
ence mast be resorted to. 

Is not this precisely the ^ioaition 
taken by the Government? They 
believe that interference is to bo 
a " last re.sort." They may not agree 
with their opponents :ia to when it isex- 
IU!ilienL to use this last resort. The Gov- 
ornmont say, " Now is the time to apply 
to Parliament to eottle the difficulty. 
If the Government of Manitoba are not 
ready now to settle it, they will never bo 
ready." 

The Opposition, with Mr. Laurier at 
their head, while they admit the minority 



THE PROTECTED REPUBLICS. 

Presiilent Diaz is jileaseil with the 
I'liited yUites for having assorted the 
Monroe Doctrine.

! brotherhood between them is their 
i republicanism. Well, Mexico ia no 
doubt a model republic and Diaz 
a pattern President. But if a true 
republican tried to carry out 
tho principles of true republicauiaiii iu 
Mexico he wmiKl very soon tind that re- 
publieanisrii in Mexico hears a very 
strong rcscmlilanc*^ Id ilespotisiii in liu.'-- 
sia or ill Turkey. Diaz rules Mexico; his 
will it- law there, and ttiose who 
have the audacity to oppose him very 
soon fiml out what kind of a republican 
the President of Mexico is. ;Viiil hi! is a 
good I'resiileiit for .Mexico, cliielly be- 
cause his methoils are not republican in , 
the true sense of Llio word. The Mexi- j 
cans wanta master, and Diaz knows well 
that they do. I 
Bttt there ia not much chance of the j 
United States and the Latin republics 
getting along smtxitbly together, even 
thongh they all admire what they sever- 
ally believe to bo the Monroe Doetriiie. 
The I'liiteil Stales will soon liinl that 
the Hcpiililic of Mexico interprets the 
docti-iiie in one vv.'iy while each of the 
other rejiulilics interjjrets it in a very 
different way. Even United ,States 
citi/.ens cannot agree as to what that 
doctrine means and how far 'it 
extends. We see Senator Lodge's ex- 
iiositioii of it ilisri^spectfuUy siligmati/.eil 
by a very intelligent LTnid'il States 
eilitor as blather." This being the 
case it can 'lie easily imilersloml thai 
there will he a very wide diHetence be- 
tween the way in which tlie average 
Central or South American legislator 
umlerstiinils it nml the way in wliich it 
is iiilcrp.'-eteil hv a rnileii States Secre- 
tary of Stall!. Ah long as the I'liited 
States taUi'S their piiii wlictlicr they 
arc l iL'ht or wrong, she will be exeeeiliiig- 
Iv |)opiihir with these Latin Republics, 
liut as soon as she tries to check their 
lawlessness or undertakes to teach them 
a few leaaons in fair dealing and com- 
mon honesty they will turn upon her 
savagely, disregard her advice, and re- 
pudiate oven the Monroe Doctrine.

' ANY ambitions 
young ladies have fre- 
quoutly asked tuo 
wliat are the qualities 
' vliich RO to iiKiki> suc- 
cess upon tho staple. To this iiiu'iy I 
wonld say that tlicru aro uo cstalilislu'il 
rules. Much ilopeuds upou tho uoophytB 
who would couquor success. She must 
ho bravo, self roliaiit, iiidusti-ions. 
Thoro aro many difficult ios in tlui way 
of a brilliaut stage career, but a cour- 
aKGOua girl can suriiiouut thoiu. Tlio 
SGokor of histrionic honors must have, iu 
addition to the reqnireinen ts I have euu- 
iiieriited, a real love of tho art, tlio dis- 
position or will to Bnoceed, face, lijjuro 
and voice. With these advantages of 
nature she can hardly fail to win the 
meed of victory. 

Disposition I prize above all, for that 
will overcome tho primary obstaclos 
vs-hich lay on the path of tho young 
player. Next in iruportauco is tho face, 
for that constitutes considerable capital ; 
the figure, which imparts grace, and 
last, the voice, which means elocution- 
ary power. The voice should bo sweet, 
strong and mtisical. Above all thiiif^s 
the young lady should be uuremittiufi 
in her assidnity. Nothing bat oonstuiit 
endeavor v?ill bring her to the goal of 
success. Some philosopher has defiucil 
genius as a tremendous capacity for 
hard work, and I am thoroughly iu ac- 
cord with him. Work, unceasing, ardu- 
ous work, is the price the actress ninst 
pay if sho would mouut tho ladder of 
dramatic fame. The same argument, it 
is needles3 to add, will apply to man as- 
well as woman. 

What is needed most in this country 
is a conservatory such as thero is in 
Paris. Young women eager to attain 
poli.sh, manner, refinement, grace of 
uiovouieut and flexibility of voice — iu a 
word, the hundred and ono little things 
which go to inake dramatic art — should 
go thero, if they can, or to some school 
of acting which obtains in any otlicr 
cnnntry. If sho cannot, let hor study tlxi 
methods of her elders — women who have 
achieved success — and do the best she 
can with the advantages within her 
reach. Work, constant, faithful work, 
will enable hor to succeed, just as .'^elf 
r.:ado men and women of limitod educa- 
tion have done in this great country in 
other walks of life. 

i Another important point : Tho beg in- 
ner slmuld not bo eagor to leap up to tlio 
top rung of tho ladder at once. A child 
must creep before it can walk, and walk 
hoforo it can ran. So with the aspirant 
for dramatic fame. She should begin !it 
the begiiming and gradually forgo her 
way to the frnnt. f-^lio should know ev- 
ery part of dramatic art. You all know 
.how rare it is that a one part actress, 
-or actor either, can endure with tho pub- 
lic. 

An actress should, above all thinp^s, 
lie careful of her health. .She sliould 
draw no heavy drafts upon it. Late sup- 
lii rs and inertia induce omboupoint and 
later on adiposity. Adiiiosity is fatal 
to art- A wuinan willi sii|icraliuii'laiil 
curves, for in.stanco, could not play 
Camilla, Magda or Gismonda witli iui 
provoking laughter. She should look as 
well as act tho part sIks essays. Dumas, 
fur example, makes Cannllo ilm of '-mii 
sumption. Caustic rriiies might make a 
Stout lady who should attempt tlio n.h' 
o.'cpire of rlropsy. It is always widl \--\ 
avoid cynical attacks. Tiny ain liki- 
dagger llirusts. They cut into the aiiilii- 
rious woman's fame. Tliey are i|imc 
likely to relegate her lo minor imns. 
How many really meritorious aetii s.sc s 
have mot this fate a.s years and physic;al 
disqualifications camo upon \ \wn\\ 

It is easy to maintain grai'eful jnii- 
portioDS. I do ni-it mean lo advocate 
dieting, or Liny kind (jf food lads, or 
even undue o.-sorcise. One has simjily to 
follow tho laws of nature to keep in 
perfect, healthy condition. As for my- 
self, I eat anything and ovorything I 
please. Fruit; I am very fond of, but 
wine I never drink. I "never exorci.so. 
Walking does not agree with mo, gym- 
nastics I dislike, and such games aH golf 
I abominate. I only ride a bloycJii bo- 
causo I enjoy it. I got all tho oxercisu I 
require in my work upon tho stage, and 
that is pleasing tome. I leave oveiy- 
thing to nature, and that aooonnts for 
my healthy condition. 

It is rather unfortunate for ambitions 
debutantes that wo aro at present pasH- 
ing through a period of transition. 
Stage ideals are rudely shattered. 
Rough, coarse, barbarous realism is in- 
vading tho domain of gentle, refined 
art. Even iu Paris it has gained great 
swny. When I loft thero, two coarse 
plays were being enacted — ono at tho 
Vaudevillo, the other at the Varieties. 
The latter is so daring that even tho 
men who witness it— men of oulturo, I 
mean— unhesitatingly condemn it. I 
am not a prude by any means, but. I 
think thero should bo somo limitation 
given to this so called realism. In time 
I believe it will exhaust itself, and that 



tlio more natuTal lorms of arc will ulti- 
mately pipvail. 

Speaking of realism reminds mo that 
a yonng actress of great talents ru'ei.ily 
mado .1 docideil Jiit in Ni>w Vnrk by the 
fervor of licr .-i;:,_'. Comp. tiiU ci'iries 
say tho lady In; ra I ly oviu-m Ik Inn d her 
lover in tliu j:l;.y i lur a.-iient force. 
Tlnit may capti valu tho public, but 1 
think the liidy, clcvr:' as k1;q ouqacstiou- 
ably is, carried tho "roali.sm" a bit too 
far. An actres.s sh(;uid of course do all 
in her ]jowor to awjvken a resiioiise i-i 
tho liearta of tho auiiieneo to the emo- 
tioiiB wiiofa are supposed to animate 
lier. but they should bo within the Km- 
itiitions of taste and art In Paris a 
critical iiudioncB would laugh at such 
osculatory fervor. 

I iini of tho opinion that tho succossful 
play of tho future will bo tho ono which 
tends toward simplicity. The jniblic 
will doiuaiid, I think, a plain, uiiyar- 
niiilicd presoutatiou of life as it knowri it, 
u photograph, as it woro, of actual, ev- 
eryday facts. It will want tho charac- 
ters in |)laya to speak as tho people they 
know aud come in contaot with do. di- 
rectly, naturally, unnfifectodly. It will 
oaro le.s.s than it does now for plots as 
we at prcsout coucoivo thorn, and more 
for sketches of ordinary life. 

And when the pnblio leaves the play- 
house I am sntisfled that it will be high- 
ly pleased with tho portrayal of the 
scones it has wituos.sod aud with the 
dramat izatioii of emotions with which 
it is fuUy familiar. 



A BUREAU SCARF. 



Ono That May Be Wn.slind Witliniit Losing 
Its IlrilliiLucy. 

Every woman knows the inestimable 
advantage of a bureau scarf that can be 
tdean.sod without harm. Let the cover 
bo lis decorative as it may it becomes an 
eyesore when sidled, and soil is inevita- 
ble when Qu object is iu daily use. 

The discovery that tinsel as well as 
fast color silks will launder and retain 
all its beauty Ims made it possible to 
evoke a scarf that is quite decorative us 
well as useful. 

The model from which tho drawing 
was made combines green and gold 
with great success, but the colors can, 
a.s a niattei' of course, bo made of al- 
mo: t aiiylhmg you please so long as 
ihoy aro harmonious. The one essential 
is the selection of such silks as are truly

For the foundation seleotgood quality 
plain scrim aud out it to the desired 
size, iind iiuiko a two inch hem round 
all four .sides.

Then draw 
tho design. Work all tho leaves in long 





and short stitch with olive silk and tho

On the lioni draw what is khown as a 
vermicelli ilesign, and outline it all 
Willi gold tiiisi'l. Kim ribbon through 
till' drawn threails, and finish the edge 
with a narrow bnt strong linen edge. 
Tho Olio shown here closely resembles 
latliiiig, liut is made by machine, in 
sjiire of whirii fact it is strong for its 
work. If, liowevor, you can make the 
ri':il thing ami are willing to give the 
time your scarf will bo even handsomer 
tlii:ii the one from which the inspiration 
is drawn, (iciiuine hand work always 
shows for what it is, and no edging 
taught at tho nhop conld bo so hand- 
some asthat Hindu by yourself. In either 
casa, however, the scarf can be trust- 
ed to endure years of usage, and to 
conio forth from each laundering liter- 
ally as good as new.

Good I'Viday'a road race at JJeaeon 
Hill park was witiiessetl Ijy an interested 
crowd of thousands, resulted in a well- 
deserved victory for T. (j. Moody, jr., 
and served to again demonstrate, if fur- 
ther demonstration was required, the 
utter absurdity of attempting to give a 
bicycle race worthy of the name on a 
public thoroughfare. Fd.sewhere in 
America, wheeling enthusiasts have 
long C(-)nie to llic conclu.-iun that mad 
racing should not he ciicoui-aged — that it 
is dangerous to riders and the public, 
and an unsatisfactory test of relativtt 
merits at hi^st — and licnce it is that both 
the L. A. W. an. I the U. W. A. have re- 
fused lo endorse or recognize this hrancdi 
of tlie reigning sport of tlie day. Nor 
can any intelligent wheelman question 
the wisdom of this riilin;^ by two rt-- 
presentative cy<ding bodies. l''or a rider, 
no matter how expert, to start in a race 
over the Beac<m Hill circle is 
for him to take his life in liis liaiid, 
trusting to his good luck enabling 
him to steer clear of dogs ami 
children, carriages and crowds, as well 
as to his wind and muscht carrying him 
Lo the front. I'icycle. racing on a wtdl 
prepareil and properly enclosed tra(di is 
a s|iort for k ings to witness; riding in 
coiiipct iti"ii on such a ccnistaiitly invail- 
ed course as that at Hcacon Hill is but a 
jioor jiaro ly mi wheel racing, whicli in 
the iiiKuesi of tli(? ptililic ns well as the 
riders it wunkl be well to make an end 
of once and for all. 

Friday's race was started with a field 
of si.\ — Thomas (I. .Moodv, jr., I''raiik 
Penwill, T. i*. iMcCoiuiell, "W . llewart- 
Bon, jr., S. r. Moody and A. Morris, the 
latter two entering simply to fill the race 
but with no intention of riding out the 
distance. Moody (T. G.) forged to the 
front in the first lap and was never once 
headed, finiBbing strong and with no 
one pressing him in 40.51. He won bis 
race, too, under numerous disadvantages 
wdiich it reiiuired clear grit to overcome. 
In the (irst place Ik; was looked to to 
make the jiace all through, no other ri- 
der being willing to take a share of 
this undesirable work, and again he 
acted as an excellent wind-break for 
liis most formidable rivals when the 
wind was particularly bard to light 
. gainst. Penwill, who sUirted a hot 
avorite, trailed 'he leader until the 
eighth or ninth lap, when he was acci- 
dentally thrown from his machine and 
80 badly shaken up that it was impos- 
sible for him to continue. One by om: 
the others had dropped out also, bo that 
only the vietoi an(l McConnell, who rodo 
a st(!ady though not very brilliant race, 
crossed the liiiishing lino. A protest 
was (iled on Penwill's behalf against tho 
race lieing awarded to Moody, but in- 
vestigation showed the cotnplaiiit not to 
be well based and it was accordingly dis- 
allowed. All in the race, with tlie ex- 
ception |ierha)is of llewartson, were 
guilty of laid; disregard of ilu; rule for- 
bidding a man to look back or to take 
his hands from the handles, but as the 
offence was so general, no action vraB 
taken. Moody, tho winner of the race, 
and who whatever his faults aa a rider 
may bo certainly showed excellent rac- 



ing ])liiek and speed, in this event rode 
a Victor racer, he being at the iiresenl, 
time engaged in jnishing to the front the 
ex(!ellent products of the Overman 
Wheel Co. in hiisiness as well as on the 
road. McConnell, who caiilnred the 
second prize, bestrode one of the reliable 
Eagles, for which his firm holds the 
local agency.

R. ofiiciala and 
thoir Mon'real and Toronto friends, ae 
iiuircd grouiul on tlio North fork of the 
Quesncllo river and (lu tho ildrsetly 
river, and ruiHiued the aervicea of Mr.

Cariboo. Mr. A. (1. Whittier, after a 
plucky light again-t adverse circumstan- 
ces, interested English capitalists in a 
scheme to work all tho old mining prround 
of Williams crock by hydraulic lift, ac- 
quiring all the creeks and hill claims and 
water privileges for this purp so. A 
company, known as tho Slough Creek 
Mining Co., Cdiniiieneed to sink and drive 
on ^Idiigli Cr'jiik in thia .same year, 
It was previously ihonglit that bedrock
